46,000 rapes were reported to the nation’s law enforcement agen- 
cies last year 

in addition to this number, tt ts impossible to say how many more 
cases were not reported because of embarassment. hopelessness of 
fair legal action, or just plain fear by the rape victim that she, instead 
of the rapist. would become the defendant if the case was reported 

It seems that at long last the public, or rather the male segment ot 
the public, is becoming aware of the absurdity of present policies 
concerning rape victims by the courts and the police 

A legislative report, accompanied by recomended bills, will be ts- 
sued by the Assembly Criminal Justice Committee in the next two 
weeks. It will deal with the way rape victims are treated by hospitals, 
police departments, and the courts. 

In the committee's “package.” there will be a bill that specitically 
will alter the practice of using a rape victim's past sexual experiences 
as evidence in court 

All this seems to come about, strangely enough, just a short time 
after “A Case of Rape”, a startling movie about a rape victim, was 
aired on television last week. Must a TV show deal with a serious 
situation before the public will stand up and take notice? 

It seems so 

The Sacramento Police Department (SPD), on the day after the 
show was broadcasted, decided to change its policies concerning the 
investigation of rapes. 

The new plan by the SPD allows for a rape victim to be taken 
directly to a-hospital, then to the police department, where her case 
would be turned over to a woman officer who would conduct the 
follow-up investigation. 

One should be optimistic when an unfair situation, such as the 
legal and social barriors a rape victim faces, is on its way to being 
solved, but one must also ask why such a situation was allowed to 
prevail in the first place 

The answer, unfortunately, is all too apparent. In a male- 
dominated society, where rape is joked about by many males on a 
daily basis, the real crime takes on a less serious light. 

How many men, while viewing an attractive woman walking past. 
will utter old cliches that, in effect, constitute an intent to commit 
rape? 

Harmless at the time, you may say, but what about the 
lightheartedness this kind of behavior throws upon the crime of rape. 
Too often, it creates the “she probably deserved it” kind of attitude, 
which is a sorry attitude, to say the least. 

The treatment of rape victims in our society is a mirror of the at- 
titude of that society. Until every male in this society stops thinking 
of a woman as a sex object who, “after all, probably liked it anyway,” 
the crime of rape will continue to be treated .. a minor incident 
instead of the serious and major crime it truly is

for Rock Freaks and trivia collect- 
ors will give you the intimate 
behind. around, outside and inside 
stories. Details lost to Chronos, 
God of Time, are found once more 
right at your fingertips. 

Those who remember these 
times will find that there are many 
things they didn't even know then, 
much less remember 

How many know Jethro Tull 


was formerly the James Bond 
Blues’ Naturally, there will be 
those who read every Rolling 


Stone since its first publication in 
November 1967 and may not find 
much here in relation to their 
stacks of yellowing newspapers. 
But, for the price of $2.25 you can’t 
find a better buy —~- 783 pages with 
no stretching to fill space. 

There is only one small minor 
flaw in this appropriately named 
Rock 'n’ Roll Reader (truly one 
could teach a class on the period tn- 
cluding the culture and mores us- 
ing this reader as course text.) 

The minor flaw is centered on 
the fact that many of the stories 
cover the aspects of these per- 
sonalities and matters that appeal 
more to the part of you that wants 
to know the bad, perverted, smutty 
(otherwise known as the thrilling, 
unmundane aspects of the music 
world) incidents and people in- 
volved 

Iwo examples would be the 
whole section on the Doors which 
deais exclusively on the group's 
“lewd onstage” busts. There are no 
behind the scenes of the other ac- 
tivities of the Doors which were 
just as fascinating if not more so 
The lack of these cannot be ex- 
plained away by simply saving the 
Rolling Stone did not have any ar- 
ticles on the group and Jim Mor- 
rison 

1 remember reading the articles 
published on Morrison’s untimely 
death which had great 
background information. The 
other example ts that over three- 
fourths of the articles on the 
Beatles deals only with the “nasty” 
things that were happening to the 
group. 

One can't live ina“ veaches and 
cream” world but the dominance of 
this in some sections faults a near- 
perfect book. The editing is the 
only factor that does more harm 
than good for the reader. 

Perhaps the way one of the 
authors of the article in the book 
puts it explains why this type of 
story is still favored. “It is one of 
the paradoxes of reverence that we 
always wish to know the most tn- 
timate details of those we idolize, 
even when the details are not 
flattering.”
